Wnm^iKer Judy Matulich-Weitz w guiding Inglenook to a new future. 


Malulicli-Weilz 
a pioneer of 
female winemakers

W HEN Judy Matulich- 
WciU was an intern at 
Mirasaou winery in San 
Jose there were no other women 
working full-time in the cellar. It 
wasn’t a policy, it’s just that none 
of them could pass the required 
strength lest, dragging two 60-foot 
hoses filled with water. 

VVhat she learned later was tliat 
while no women could pass the 
test, neither could any of the men. 
Undaunted, Matulich-Weitz be¬ 
came Mirassou’s first female cellar 
worker. Today she is winemaker at 
Inglenook and loves the job. Given 
her background, success was al¬ 
most inevitable. 

Judy grew up with wine. As a 
child she and her grandfather used 
to go to Almaden, where they filled 
an empty jug from the winery 
casks. She and her father used to 
make wine in the kitchen, and 
when she met her future husband 
one of their common interests was 
making wine together. 

In 1982, she began studying for 
a winemaking degree at UC-Davis, 
taking six month off to gain some 
practical experience as an Intern at 
Chateau St Jean's Sparkling Wine 
Cellar. She was the first intern 
Chateau St Jean had hired, and 


the program was, to put it bluntly, 
lough. She recalls that work start¬ 
ed at 8 a.m. and finished around 2 
a.m. But despite the long hours and 
dcm^r.ding work, she loved it. 
When she went back to Davis to 
finish her studies, she built an ex¬ 
traordinary academic record, grad¬ 
uating with highest honors with a 
B.S. in Fermentation Science from* 
the Department of Viticulture and 
Enology. She also received the De¬ 
partment Citation for outstanding 
undergraduate. 

I'he job at Mirassou came next. 
Those long hours at Chateau St. 
Jeaji made good preparation for 
the 3 p.m, to 7 a.m. shifts during 
crush at Mirassou, where grapes 
picked under floodlights were do- 
liveri'd to the winery at about 11 
p.m. 

She moved to Inglenook two 
weeks l^efore the 1985 harvest. She 
knew the book stuff, as she calls it, 
from Davis but she also knew she 
hod a lot to Icam from practical 
experience. This openness helped 
her win the job as Ingienook's 
winemaker. She had done well dur¬ 
ing lier three-hour job interview 
despite the mistake of wearing a 
nice little (too formal) suit. Mainly 
she had the right answers: She was 
not looking for a job, she already 
had one. she was looking for a job 
at Inglenook. She said she thought 
she could learn a lot at Inglenook. 

She did. Among those she 
worked with was the legendary An¬ 
dre Tchelistcheff, the dean of Cali¬ 
fornia winemakers. 

She says she also is grateful for 
the opjwrtunity to work with In¬ 


gienook's director of winemaking 
John Richburg, with whom she 
shares a wide, double-sided desk 
from a ship. With the acquisition 
of Glen Ellen, they are guiding In¬ 
glenook into a new future. 

The new Inglenook is niulti- 
tiered: 

Gustave Nlebaum Collection: a 
super premium, vineyard designat¬ 
ed wine produced in the Napa Val¬ 
ley from Napa Valley grapes, line 
predicted sales for 1^4 are 70,000 
cases. 

Inglenook Napa Valley: pro¬ 
duced by Inglenook in the Napa 
Valley from grapes grown on the 
Ingelenook estate and on other top 
Napa Valley vineyards. 

Ingtenooh Estate Cellars: the 
company’s fighting varietals. Pop¬ 
ularly priced, the grapes come from 
vineyards throughout California 
including the Central Coast, Cen¬ 
tral Valley and the North Coast. 
Expected 1994 sales: 300,000 cases. 

Ingtenooh Vineyards: produced 
in Madera from grapes grown 
mostly in the Central Valley. Ex¬ 
pected 1994 sales: 4 million cases. 

To Matulich-Weitz, who left In¬ 
glenook for a time and recently 
returned, her position now is just 
about ideal. 

^'Inglenook will alwoys hold a 
special place in my heart,” she says. 
"It was my first winemaking job. I 
got married there and my first 
child spent her first year of life at 
the winery. It truly is a special 
place.”
